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HARDING AIMS AT BIG SHAKE-UP. 


The Harding Administration, undeterred by the din which 
has followed the dismissal of the executive heads of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, has determined upon a policy of rid­ 
ding the Treasury Department of McAdoo appointees and placing 
the jobs in the hands of individuals who will work in harmony 
with the existing Government. 
A clean-up of the Bureau of Internal Revenue, in which scores 
of minor officials there and in other departments who took office 
in wartime and were placed in civil service by the Wilson Ad­ 
ministration, will lose their jobs, is in sight, unless the President 
alters* what is said to be his present attitude. 
A state of chaos, Administratioh officials assert, exists in 
the Revenue Bureau, which has aroused the resentment of the 
business interests of the country, Republican and Democratic 
alike. 
The bureau is eighteen months behind in its work, and 
the Government finds itself unable to collect nearly $1,000,000 in 
taxes due from accounts which have not been adjusted. 
Business interests owing those amounts and knowing the 
great bulk of them must be paid eventually, are vainly endeavor­ 
ing to reach a settlement with the Government through the red 
tape and what is said to be the gross inefficiency of the tax units. 
Senator New, of Indiana, leading the defense, said: 
“There 
were good and sufficient reasons for the action of the President. 
W hether or not they will be made public I do not know, but the 
lamentations of the Democrats are merely because a great many 
of the faithful are about to be separated 
from 
Government 
positions.” 
“There never was a more partisan Administration than that 
which went out of office in 1921,” he continued. 
“The Govern­ 
ment departments are filled up with incompetents. 
A business 
man coining to Washington and trying to reach the head of a 
department had to elbow his way through a crowd of underlings 
like the crowd around a circus ticket office. It is like a salmon 
run in Alaska in the spring.”

Bath Township school districts are 
operated separately, but it Is claim- 
ed, that owing to present conditions, 
neither can hope

longer, necessitating action of some 
kind, to keep the standard of the 
schools up. 
I*br this reason the joint boards 
are proposing consolidation of the 
two school districts, the 
establish­ 
ment of a centralized school and the 
erection of a now high school build­ 
ing iD the village. 
At 
the special 
election to be held sometime within 
the next 30 days however, central­ 
ization will be the only proposition 
submitted, and if it carries, the ques­ 
tion of a bond issue to carry out the 
plan, will be submitted to the elec­ 
tors later. 
The County Board did not consider

In 
only a few sections of the State are 
adverse conditions found according to 
reports received by C. J. WTest, Agri-. 
cultural Statistician for 
the 
State-, 
Federal Crop Reporting Service. 
In sections around Toledo the peach 
prospects were seriously damaged by| 
the cold weather in January though 
along the Lake Shore and. on 
the 
Islands no damage is reported. 
In1 
the Southern parts of the State the 
buds are somewhat in advance of the' 
normal development at this time of 
year which mean*, that a 
frost 
is 
likely t,o cause severe damage. There 
is a possibility that scale /nay be 
worse this year as spraying un some 
orchards •'as neglected last year be­ 
cause of the small fruit crop.
